SC CONSULTATIONS ON UNEF EXTENSION - 

AT INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS OCT. 15 ON UNEF EXTENSION 
(HELD AT SOVIET REQUEST), SOVIET REP MALIK ATTACKED SECRETARIAT 
FOR INCURRING UNEF EXPENSES FAR ABOVE ORIGINAL ESTIMATES, 
DEMANDED SYG STAY WITHIN ORIGINALLY APPROVED $60 MILLION 
(AS AGAINST $83.6 MILLION OBLIGATIONS EXPECTED TO BE INCURRED 
BY UN) AND IMPLIED USSR MIGHT REFUSE TO PAY ITS FULL 
ASSESSMENT IF THIS NOT DONE. SYG AND USYG DAVIDSON SREPONDED, 
AND AT MALIK'S REQUEST SYG AGREED TO INCORPORATE DAVIDSON'S 
EXPLANATION INTO MEMO TO SC. AMB SCHAUFELE POINTED OUT 
APPROPRIATE BODIES FOR DEALING WITH FINANCIAL QUESTIONS 
WERE SYG, ACABQ, COMITE 5 AND GA PLENARY. ONDONESIAN 
AMB SPOKE OF HEAVY FINANCIAL BURDEN AND NEED FOR OWN

USYGS URQUHART AND GUYER ADMITTED SECRETARIAT HAD BEEN 
DELINQUENT IN NOT SURFACING LAST YEAR HIGHER SECRETARIAT 
ESTIMATE OF COSTS. THEY SAID SYG'S PLAN NOW IS TO MAKE 
ORAL REPORT TO SC OCT. 17, GIVING SOME OF REQUESTED 
DETAILS. LATER, OVINNIKOV (USSR) AGAIN STRESSED TO AMB 
SCHAUFELE SOVIET SERIOUSNESS, AND SAID SOME WAY MUST 
BE FOUND TO CUT EXPENSES FOR PAST YEAR BUT HE HAD NO 
SPECIFIC SUGGEXTIONS. HE SAID SIMPLE UNEF RENEWAL WAS NO 
PROBLEM FOR SOVIETS EVEN WITHOUT SETTLING FINANCIAL 
QUESTIONS; HOWEVER, HE REVERTED ONCE MORE TO COMITE 5

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KHMER AT 29TH GA - 

COSPONSORS OF FRIENDLY KHMER RES WILL MEET OCT. 17 AND 
THEY PLAN THEN TO TABLE DRAFT RES AS NOW AMENDED. EARLIER, 

SYG SENT WORD TO ASEANS HE WAS UNHAPPY THEY HAD NOT CONSULTED 
HIM ABOUT TEXT OF RES WHICH CALLED ON HIM FOR ACTION,
